New York Judge Calls for In- 


dictment of George W. 
Perking if Evidence 
Warrants It. 


v. T. LIFE GIFT INVOLVED. 


Contribution of $48,000 to Re- 
publican National Campaign 
Fund a Crime if Intent 
Was Illegal. 


New York, March 26.~[ Special. }—Judge 


O'Sullivan today ordered the grand jury to 


obtain from District Attorney Jerome the 
evidence that George W. Perkins had given 


$48,000 of New York Life money to the re- 
publican national campaign fund. 


With that evidence In ite possession the 


grand jury further was instructed to decide 
for itself whether the transaction involved 


criminal intent, and if so to indict Mr. Por- 
king for larceny. 


Judge O Sullivan's instructions made it clear 


that he considered the giving away of trust 
funde to political parties a crime, ff the 
grand jurors decided that the intent was 
not lawful or justified. 

Last week Mr. Jerome declined to gtve the 
information in his hands to the grand jury, 
seying that in his opinion the giving of a 
eee contribution did not constitute a 

6. 


Jerome Still Has It. 

A committee of grand jurors went to the 
district attorney's office afterwards to ask for 
the evidence, but Mr. Jerome was not in. 
They decided then to postpone the matter 
until tomorrow. 

When the district attorney was asked if he 
would turn over his evidence to the grand 
jury he said: 

“I consider that question impertinent. I 
do not choose to discuss the matter from any 
aspect.” 

It seems certain there is a bitter fight on 
between Judge O'Sullivan and District At- 
torney Jerome. The judge's charge to the 
grand jury today was construed to mean that 
he suspected it was Mr. Jerome’s intention 
not to let the grand jury have the evidence in 
the case, but to begin proceedings before 
some magistrate. 

The grand jury has ae right to ask for the 
evidence, and it is a question what Mr. Jer- 
ome will do next. The whole thing has ere- 
ated a sensation of the first magnitude. 


Judge’s Speech to Jury. 

It was shortly before 1 o’clock today when 
Judge O'Sullivan sent word through his be- 
retary tb Mr. Jerome that he was going to 
have some more to say on Insutance. afr, 
Jerome had started for the hearing on the 
Tillinghast case before City Judge Seabury, 
but his chief of staff, Mr. Nett, int 
court. The courtroom was crowded, as it h. 
been whispered around the building that 
Judge O'Sullivan might say something sen- 
sational. 

As soon as the foreman, Edward Van 
Volkenburgh, had hahded up a batch of in- 
dictments Judge O'Sullivan began his speech. 
He read from manuscript, and said: 

Information has reached me, gentlemen, 
that, owing to the colloquy between the court 
and the district attorney following the court’s 
instructions to you last Friday, there exists 
a doubt among you as to the real meaning of 
the court’s advice on the question discussed 
and your duty with regard to it. 

A copy of the instructions was handed 
to your foreman for your guidance. I am of 
the opinion that if you consult it you can 
have no doubt as to its exact meaning; but, 
to be certain on that point, a brief reference 
to it now may be of advantage. 


Question of Investments. 


“Officers of a corporation who are employed 
to manage and invest corporate funds for the 
profit of the corporation are limited in that 
respect to financial investment. So watch- 
ful is the law over funds intrusted to such 
officers that it prohibits, in such instances, 
investments even in securities frequently con- 
sidered in the business world as standard se- 
curities. 

“There ie a wide range between such in- 
vestments and the giving away of corporate 
funds to a political party. If you find that 
they have been so diverted you will find that 
they have been misappropriated and to that 
extent a violation of the law. 

“You must find, however, the operation 
colored with felonious intent before you may 
call it a crime. Your question, was there 
felonious intent, must be answered by your- 
self, but the court gave you the law on the 
subject and you are bound to take it as the 
court gave it. 


Funds Wrongly Diverted. 

“If corporate funds were diverted from 
the rightful owner and given away without 
the slightest expectation of profit or financial 
return, was any person deprived of his prop- 
erty? Has any citizen a right to expect profits 
or financial return from such a transaction 
with a political party? 

It a person was deprived of his property, 
and the transaction was falsely accounted, or 
not accounted for at all, or if there were 
false entries to conceal it, or no entries what- 
ever, have you evidence of intention to de- 
fraud? 

„Gentlemen, the answer is with you under 
instructions from the court already given— 
namely: that felonious intent is crintinal in- 
tent, and criminal intent ts to take with the 
intent to deprive and defraud. 


Says It Means Larceny. 
“Tf you find that such beate ves so mis - 
te property, the cour arges you 
. ane to find that the crime of 
larceny has been committed. It is a duty 
the performance of which you cannot avoid 
even were you 80 inclined. 

“The law is no respecter of persons. it 

knows the name of no man, rich or poor. It 
recognizes no class distinctions. In seeking 
justice its course is straight onward. We 
are not its masters, we are its servants. 

“In the performance of our duties we may 
meet with many an unpleasant task, but duty 
is often meritorious only as its performance 
is difficult and disagreeable. True, we should 
not be influenced by public clamor, but let 
us take care to distinguish between the noise 
of the rabble and the honest expression of 
public opinion. Let us take care to stem the 
rising tide of disrespect regarding the de- 
cisions and verdicts of our courts and jurtes, 
You can do much in that direction, gentle- 
men, by performing your duty now. 

„ Refuse to permit this case to be taken 
from your consideration. Demand all the 
evidence surrounding it. Investigate com- 
pletely and fearlessly. If you decide that no 
crime has been committed, no injustice shall

South Side Car Derailed While 
Leaving the Loop. 


THOUSANDS WAIT IN RAIN. 


Surface Lines Taxed to Their Capacity 
by Passengers. 


Traffic on all the elevated railroads in Chi- 
cago was tied up half an hour last evening 
by the derailment of a car on the Union loop 
at Wabash avenue and Van Buren street, 
and it was almost two hours longer before 
the trains resumed their regular rans. 

The accident occurred at 5 o'clock just at 
the beginning of the rush hour, when thou- 
sands of persons engaged in business in the 
downtown district were leaving shops, stores, 
and offices to return to their homes. 

At the psychological moment the West 
Madison street cable line broke down and a 
solid mass of decrepit cars, filled with long 
suffering west side patrons, stood on the 
loop tracks in Madison, State, and Washing- 
ton streets. 


Car Derailed at Curve. 

The elevated train which was derailed con- 

sisted of five cars. It was leaving the loop 
at Wabash avenue when the fourth car 
swerved violently outward and the wheels 
of the truck left the track and bumped along 
over the ties. At the same time two loud 
reports, caused probably by short circuiting 
when the car wheels struck the current rail, 
were heard. 
“For a moment the coupling held and the 
rear cars were dragged along. Then it part- 
ed and the forward part of the train plunged 
ahead, the derailed car settling down on the 
ties in a slightly inclined position. 


Passengers in a Panic. 

The passengers, thrown from their seats by 
the shock and terrified by the sound of the 
explosions, rushed for the doors. Several 
women tried to jump from the platforms, 
and only the efforts of the guards and some 
of the men passengers restrained them from 
throwing themselves upon the deadly third 
rail or down to the street. 

As soon as it was realized that there was 
no danger of the car falling, however, they 
became quiet and were led along the elevated 
structure to the forward cars of the train, 
which had been stopped and brought back. 

The accident blocked the trains of all four 
elevated lines which use the loop. At one 
time an unbroken line of cars extended al- 
most around the loop. Traffic was com- 
pletely tied up for thirty minutes. Then at- 
tempts to clear the tangle were made and 
makeshifts were put into operation. 


Makeshift Service for Trains. 

The Lake street and Northwestern lines 
ran their cars around to Adams street and 
Wabash avenue on the east and to Quincy 
street and Fifth avenue on the west, using 
these points as stub ends, The Metropolitan 
ran ita trains only to its Franklin street 
station, and the South Side road sent a part 
of its trains down Wabash avenue to Ran- 
foiph street, using the old Congress street 


station as a terminal for the remainder, 


IYENS WITNESS 1S CHOKED, 


Mrs. A. L. Evans Waylaid, Beaten, 
and Strangled by Man. 


ATTACK MADE FOR REVENGE, 


Sequel of Testimony Given at Trial 
of Young Murderer. 


Mrs. A. L. Evans, 1239 Montana avenue, 
who testified in behalf of Richard Ivens, but 
not as strongly as some of his friends de- 
sired, and who has received threatening let- 
ters from an anonymous source, was dragged 
into an alley near her residence last night and 
choked and beaten until she was almost un- 
conscious. Her assailant was a man ap- 
parently 20 years old, five feet four inches in 
height, and wore a black slouch hat and dark 
clothes. 

Mrs. Evans was on her way home from a 
drug store at Fullerton and Seminary ave- 
hues, when the man, who had been hiding in 
the alley, stepped out and caught her about 
the waist. Believing his purpose was rob- 
bery, she shouted for help: The man dragged 
her into the alley, where he struck her several 
times in the face, knocking her down. 

As she attempted to rise he kicked her re- 
peatedly in the left side. She pleaded with 
her assailant, but he kmelt at her side and 
grasped her by the throat. 

*You-—. You ain't got half you deserve.” 

When Mrs. Evans was almost unconscious 
the man released his grasp and struck her on 
the head with a blunt instrument. 


Pedestrians to the Rescue. 

Pedestrians heard the woman's cries and 
when two men ran up the assailant fled. They 
made a determined effort to capture him. 
One of the citizens, when within twenty feet 
of the fugitive, who had run north in the 
alley, fired two shote, but they missed their 
mark and the fellow was soon out of sight. 

Mrs. vans and other members of her 
family carried the unconscious woman into 
her home. 

Lieut. John Dammann 1 the attack 
Was not for robbery but for revenge. 

“Mrs. Evans told me her assailant re- 
marked that she was getting only what was 
coming to her for the testimony she had 
given in the murder case, said Lieut. Dam- 
mann. 

“J am convinced the man is the one who 
has threatened Mrs. Evans in letters which

Call and Express Sympathy. 

The Evans residence is but a short distance 
from that of the Ivens family.

FIRE IN WHOLESALE BLOCK,

One of the most conspicuous examples of 
the extent to which the lid has been lifted 
for the benefit of I. M. O. is afforded by con- 
ditions in the Second ward, where A. B. Per- 
rigo, the undertaker, is the municipal own- 
ership candidate against Ald. Thomas Dixon.

These saloons and resorts are said to enjoy 
the protection of the politicians who are 
working for the election of Perrigo. Other 
resorts owned by unfriendly proprietors are 
obliged to close promptly at 1 a. m. 


State Street “Wide Open.” 


Along lower State street no effort is made 
to conceal the fact that things are wide 
open.” Im the windows of most of the sa- 
loons the campaign Uthographs of Candi- 
date Perrigo are plentifully displayed. The 
gambling in the district is to be found in 
Perrigo saloons. During.a two hours’ in- 
spection of the district last night by a re- 
porter for Tun TRIBUNE not 4 policeman 
was observed. 

One of the largest gambling rooms in the 
neighborhood is in the second story of a 
brick building which on the ground floor 
houses the stable. of Mr. Perrigo's under- 
taking establishment. Next door is the un- 
dertaking establishment itself, which last 
evening was the meeting place of 4 score 
“of Perrigo henchmen. The shades were 
closely drawn at the windows of the second 
story gambling house and admittance was 
denied strangers, but there was no denial 
that gambling was in progress. Poker and 
craps were the principal games. 

John Williams’ saloon, 2252 State street, 
was filled ali the evening with a throng which 
shifted back and forth between the bar and 
a rear room where games of craps and poker 
were in progress. us is the saloon which 
Pony Moore is said to be interested in 
since the revocation of his own license a few 
weeks ago. 


Lawlessness in Mayor’s Ward. 


On the north side, in Lake View, another 
example of police leniency is to be found, It 
is charged that saloons in the Twenty-fifth 
ward are allowed to remain open after clos- 
ing hours, that music is tolerated in some of 
them, and the slot machines have made their 
appearance again. 

In this ward there is one of the hardest 
contested fights for municipal ownership in 
the city, it being Mayor Dunne's own ward. 
Charles McDonald is the candidate with 
whom the municipal ownership advocates 
are endéavoring to win against A. D. Willis- 
ton, the republican. 

The saloons not only are violating the 
closing law, said Ald. Dunn, chairman of 
the license committee, whois Ald.

-Perrigo’s Record Is Given. 


The Municipal Voters’ league yesterday 
evening gave out a bulletin concerning the 
‘career of Undertaker A. B. Perrigo, who isa 
candidate for alderman fn the Second ward 
against Ald. Dixon. The bulletin warns the 
voters against Perrigo and advises them to 
vote for Dixon. It follows: 

Te the Voters of the Second Ward: The 
candidacy of A. B. Perrigo, an undertaker, 
who is the democratic nominee for alderman 
in your ward, creates a situation so dan- 
gerous to public interests as to call for special 
attention. The circumstances surrounding 
Perrigo's connection with the will and affairs 
of Michael J. O’Brien, and the efforts of the 
General Electric company to secure a fran- 
chise in Wabash avenue, should be sufficient 
to insure his defeat. 


Connection with O’Brien’s Will. 


In 1900 Judge Batten of the Probate 
court refused to admit to probate because 
of the testator’s mental condition an à1- 
leged will signed by Michael J. O’Brien, 
which was drawn by Perrigo and under 
which he had made himself the sole bene- 
ficiary, although in nowise related to 
O'Brien. 

At the. time of O' Brien's death Perrigo 
was an officer in a local lodge of the Order 
of Foresters in which O’Brien held a $1,000 
policy, the payment of which was, under 
the rules of the order, limited to persons 
coming within certain designated classes of 
beneficiaries. With Perrigo's knowledge and 
consent O’Brien assigned his policy to the 
woman in whose house he was lodging at 
the time of his death and to which he had 
gone when a sick man, only about fifteen 
days before, under arrangements made 
through Perrigo. In order to come within 
the terms of the policy the assignment was 
made on the alleged ground that the woman 
was O’Brien’s afflanced wife and depend- 
ent upon him for support, although Perrigo 
has admitted to the officers of the league 
that this allegation was made merely to cir- 
cumvent the provisions of the policy. Per- 
rigo then understood that the Foresters 
would have been under no obligation to pay 
this policy if no such assignment had been 
made. His complete inability to recognize 
his duty and obligation to the Order of For- 
ésters to prevent such a subterfuge demon- 
strates his unfitness to serve as the repre- 
sentative of the people in the city council. 


Fight on Franchise Dropped. 


“When the property owners in Wabash 
avenue organized to keep the General Elec- 
tric off that street a few years ago, Perrigo 
was a vigorous opponent of the franchise and 
chairman of one of the principal committees. 
But his ardor cooled and he admits having 
visited the office of the company. The sus- 
picions of his associates were aroused when 
his lack of interest became marked and he 
was known to have been with Perry Hull, 
the chief promoter of the street railway 
project. Perrigo cannot safely be given the 
confidence of either the advocates or tpe 
opponents of municipal ownership, for which 
he is now vociferously shouting. 

It is significant that in this campaign Per- 
rigo is actively supported by the worst ele- 
ments in the ward. One of his meetings, 
held at 2250 State street, and presided over by 
Sol Van Praag, was addressed by himecif, 
Pony Moore, * Coxey’ Cantwell, and the 
Hon. Indignation Jones. 

Thomas J. Dixon, Perrigo’s opponent, has 
served ghree terms in the council with a clean 
record.” He should be elected not only on 
account of his record, but also in order to 
defeat Perrigo.”

Mayor’s Veto Message. 


Mayor Dunne’s veto of the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul ordinance was made in a long mes- 
sage.

ARRESTED, HE SOON ESCAPES.

Jerome Won’t Discuss It. 

When District Attorney Jerome was seen 
in Judge Seabury’s court this afternoon and 
asked if he had any comment to make on 
Judge O’Sullivan's supplemental charge to 
the grand jury he sald: 

1 have not a word to say. I haven't as 
yet seen the charge which Judge O’ Sullivan 
made. I don’t think I will have anything to 
say after I have seen it.“ 

Judge O’Sullivan laid great stress on the 
principal parts of his speech. When he got 
through Foreman Van Volkenburgh and sev- 
eral grand jurors hadatalk. Then they went 
to the judge. In substance, they asked him 
what they should do. 

Go upstairs and get the evidence from 
the district attorney, said Judge O'Sullivan, 
in effect. 

They went upstairs and had a talk with 
Mr. Nott and Assistant Attorney Perkins, 
who has charge of the grand jury. They 
were informed that Mr. Jerome had gone 
downtown and that he would not be back 
until late. As to getting evidence in this 
particular case they would have to see Mr.

He 
said he hadn't read Judge O’Sullivan’s 
speech and could say nothing about his plans.

COURT DECIDES BUSTER BROWN 
BELONGS TO HERALD-TRIBUNE 


Injunction Forbids New York American 
and Journal to Use Pictures with 
Name of Comic Supplement Feature. 


New York, March 26.—[Special.}—Buster 
Brown is the New York Herald and Tus 
CuIcAGO TRIBUNE'S own bad boy, and no- 
body else has any right to him. Judge La 
Combe so decided today, and warned the 
Star company, which publishes the New 
York American and Journal, to let Buster 
Brown alone, on pain of contempt of court. 
Richard F. Outcault, who formerly drew the 
Buster Brown pictures for the Herald and 
Tun Trisune, does not own Buster Brown, 
and the court plainly told him so. 

After Buster Brown had appeared for some 
years in the Herald and Tsun Mr. Out- 
cault tried to take him away. Thé American 
and Journal printed pictures for several 
Sundays, saying they were pictures of Buster 
Brown. Judge La Combe says that Buster 
Brown’s pictures cannot be used anywhere 
except by consent of the Herald. 

Judge La Combe, in the United States Cir- 
cult court, Issued a preliminary injunction 
restraining the Star company from using 
the words Buster Brown’’ at the heading 
of a comic section or in any connection with 
a comico section or in advertising any comic 
section. This prohibits the use of the title 
„ Buster Brown” over or in any pictures 
by Richard F. Outcault orany one else which 
may appear in the American and Journal. 

The contentions of the Herald, which were 
completely sustained by Judge La Combe, 
were that the American should be restrained 
from infringement of the trade mark 
“ Buster Brown.” which is the uncontested 
property of the Herald. Noclaim made con- 
cerned any style of illustration, and the claim 
of the Herald was confined to the use of the 
words Buster Brown.“ 

The decision of the court is based on the 
established fact that the Herald was the 
first to adopt and use the words Buster 
Brown” as a trade mark. Whether or not 
the original draftsman who made the 
„ Buster Brown ” pictures continued to make 
them is decided to be immaterial. 


OHIO LEGISLATURE TO ADJOURN.

Before resigning, Mr. Haldeman consulted 
many prominent people of the English public, 
several of whom are insured fot large sums 
in the Mutual Life. He te stin a to 
give his services to the British policy holders 
in advising the best measures to adopt in 
their own interests. ‘ 

It is understood that he has constantly 
} protested? against the extravagance of the 
working of the company as a whole, com- 
pared with the local branch, where the ex- 
penses were only 14.61 per cent of the pre- 


mium income. His resignation was maile 
March 10, to take effect May 10. 


26,000 Policies in England. 

The Mutual Lite has 26,000 policies in the 
united kitigdom, of the total value of over 
$75,000,000. Its business here equals that of 
the largest British companies and extends 
to all classes, from peers, cabinet ministers, 
and the wealthiest land owners downwards. 
Many policies are for more than $500,000 and 
a few even double that amount. 

According to the Daily Chronicle, Nr. 
Haldeman resolved to resign some time ago, 
but deferred action on account of his anxiety 
concerning the position of the British hold - 
ers and in the hope that real reforms would 
be introduced in the managen . 

Now,“ says the Daily Chronicle, “ realiz- 
ing that the head office is doing nothing to 
prevent holdets from surrendering their 
policies in panic, and foreseeing that ft is 
impossible for him to carry out the new policy 
of the directors, which would insure public 
confidence, he has resigned.“ 


May Change British Laws. — 

Mr. Haldeman's resignation will give added 
interest to the earl of Onslow’s question, 
raised in the house of lords on March 9, as 
to whether, in view of the disclosures made 
regarding certain American insurance com- 
panies, the government proposes to compel 
foreign companies doing business in this 
country to keep in this country a sufficient 
proportion of their securities to cover the 
claims of British policy holders. The subject 
will come up in the house of lords tomorrow. 

There is a strong feeling in favor of some 
action being taken, although the British in- 
surance companies are inclined to let mat- 
ters rest because they fear any legislative 
action might involve the home companies 
also in restrictive regulations. In view of 
the number of ‘promised reform measures 
already on the government’s hands there is 
little likelihood of the government doing any- 
thing beyond appointing some kind of a com- 
mittee of inquiry.

A provision of the proposed charter for 
Chicago, giving relief to the families of men 
sentenced to the bridewell, will be proposed 
; by Justice Timothy D. Hurley, when the con- 
vention convenes. 

Justice Hurley yesterday declared the city 
should pay from $1.25 to $1.75 a day to the 
families of men who are sent to the bridewell

ing his wife the chances are his wife will be 
pleading for his release within three days 
because she and her children are starving. 
| That mother and wife may not desire the re- 
i lease of her husband purely for love, but be- 

cause her children are wanting food. 

Let the city have these men clean the 
streets and do other work. Let the city pay 
the families from $1.25 to $1.75 a day for this 
work. In that way the punishment could be 
severe without affecting the innocent wife 
and children.”

This is the 
time limit required by agreement for the re- 
opening of the present contract between the 
company and the union men. Among the 900 
employés are about sixty-five women tickct 
agents. The following demands will be made: 

Motormen, an Increase from 25 and 28 cents per 
hour. to 27% and 30 cents. 

Guards, an increase from 18 cents to 22 cents an 
hour. 

Ticket agents, an increase from $1.50 and $1.00 
a day to 31.75. 

A ten hour day as the maximum for all em- 
ploy és. 

Strike Threatens Lake Traffic. 

A tieup of lake traffic at the opening of the 
season within the next few days isimminent 
on account of a threatened strike of the 
members of the lake Seamen's union, which 
sent representatives from Chicago and other 
cities to Detroit in the afternoon to demand 
better working conditions and increased 
wages of the Lake Carriers’ association. 

The demands of the union workers were 
made some time ago, but they were not

The association appointed a 
committee of fifteen members to confer with 
the truck drivers’ committee on Friday. 


Brewers Confer with Employes. 

The members of the Brewers and Maltsters’ 
union met with their employers in the after- 
noon. at 122 West Lake street to confer on 
the. proposition for an increase in wages and 
for better working conditions. The meces- 
sity of manding firmly together in the fight 
againet the agitation against the liquor 
traffic was emphasized on both sides. No 
result was reached. 


Attack “Home Sweatshops.”’ 

Journeymen Tailors’ union No. 5 in the 
eveulng passed resolutions calling upon the 
state legislature to prohibit the present home 
sweatshop system of making clothes in 
Chicago. The members of the union also de- 
manded that the free back shop for the 
workers in the tailoring shops of the city be 
maintained, according to an agreement 
reached after a strike three years ago. 

The resolutions as adopted by the union ask 
that an amendment to the present factory in- 
spection law be passed compelling all persons 
making clothing and garmente at their 
homes to exhibit a factory tag.“ that they 
may be inspected the same as cigar and other 
similar manufacturing institutions. The 
members of the union believe that much 
clothing in Chicago.is being made in insani- 
tary back kitchens, It is to avoid the danger 
of disease that the resolutions were adopted. 


BEAT AND STAB SALOONKEEPER 


Three Intruders Attack and Probably 
Fatally Wound Gustave Michalo- 
poolos—Are Arrested. 


Gustave Michalopoolos, 36 years old, pro- 
prietor of a saloon at 292 West Taylor street, 
was stabbed and probably fatally wounded 
last night by one of three men. He was 
taken to the West Side hospital, where it was 
said he cannot recover. 

Michalopoolos was washing glasses behind 
the bar about 9 o’clock when three men 
entered by a side door and seized him. They 
dragged him into a room at the rear of the 
saloon, whére one ‘of them stabbed him. 
Then he was kicked and beaten severely. He 
was unconscious when a customer entered 
the saloon at 10 o'clock and found him. 

Three men are being held at the Maxwell 
street police station in connection with the 
stabbing. They are John Greis, 19 years old; 
Frank Bolsack, 38 years old, and Herman 
Lippan. The cause of the attack is unknown.

State's. Attorney Healy ts to be asked to 
present evidence to the grand jury for the 
purpose of securing indictments charging 


perjury against several independent candl- 
dates for aldermen who are accused by the 
election commissioners of submitting fraudu- 


‘lent petitions for the placing of their names 


on the ballot to be voted at the aldermanic 
election. Attorney W. W. Wheelock, 79 
Dearborn street, is engaged in preparing the 
evidence. He hopes to have it presented to 
the present grand jury. 

Among the petitions which have been ques- 
tioned are those of Maj.“ John W. Samp- 
son of the Twenty-second ward, Christian 
P. Girten of the Thirty-first ward, and Je- 
rome P. Zelenka of the Eleventh. Attorney 
Wheelock stated in the afternoon that the 
names of the candidates accused of present- 
ing fraudulent petitions had been stricken 
from the ballot. Notary publics who may 
have aided in the preparation of the alleged 
fraudulent petitions will be included in the 
charges. The election commissioners hope 
to cause their indictment on the charge of 
malfeasance in office. 


Sees No Loophole in Law. 
Although reticent in discussing the matter, 
Attorney Wheelock expressed the belief that 
the law, as it now stands, is practically a 
guarantee of conviction in every case where 
good evidence exists. The case of Girten of 
the Thirty-first ward, whose petition was at- 
tacked by the Carroll faction, is not con- 
sidered sufficient to warrant prosecution of 
Girten, but the notary may be accused. 
Girten was the independent democratic 
candidate, 

It developed that Girten had signed the 
name of Dr. W. G. Stone to the affidavit 
accompanying his petition. 

The petition of Sampson was described as 
“tainted with fraud throughout.“ Sampson 
told the board that he personally had se- 
cured the signatures to the petition. An 
affidevit making a like declaration was at- 
tached to the petition as the law requires. 
The petition was thrown out after two can- 
vassers swore that they had secured the 
names that Sampson swore he personally had 
secured. 

The case of Zelenka is similar to that of 
Sampson. 

Present Grand Jury Busy. 

Some doubt exists as to whether it will be 
possible for the present grand jury to handle 
the cases, States Attorney Healy was un- 
able to express an opinion on the cases, as he 
had not been visited by the attorney for the 
election commissioners. He declared that if 
evidence of perjury was forthcoming the 
cases would be presented to the grand jury 
as soon as that body should be in a position 
to handle them. 


HARLEM POLICE ACCUSED 
OF A WANTON ATTACK. 


Two Patrolmen Alleged to Have Beaten 
Saloonkeeper Charles Wagner and 
Several Patrons in His Place. 


Two Harlem policemen in uniform while 
in Charles Wagner's saloon, 19 West Madison 
street, Harlem, last Saturday night, are 
alleged to have insulted and abused several 
of the patrons and to have beaten Wagner 
over the head witih their clubs and revolvers. 
Louis Weber of Berwyn was struck on the 
head with a revolver, it is alleged, and Mrs, 
Wagner was thrown into a chair. 

Mr. and Mrs. G. W. Freeman were as- 
saulted after they left the hall, and Adam 
Dreiss was arrested by the same policemen 
on a Twelfth street car for expressing his 
opinion of the occurrence. 

It is asserted by many who were in the 
place at the time that the policemen were in- 
toxicated when they entered. They demand- 
ed free drinks, and, when refused, they at- 
tacked Wagner and his patrons. After the 
attack they arrested Wagner and two other 
men.

SALARY SCHEDULE ADOPTED 
BY SCHOOL BOARD COMMITTEE 


Pay of Practically All Employes, in the 
Business Departments Is Increased 
Teachers’ Back Wages Not Considered 


The finance committee of the board of edu- 
cation yesterday adopted a schedule of sal- 
aries for all business departments of the 
school board, which provides for increases in 
pay for practically all the employés. The 
salary of Lewis E. Larson, secretary of the 
board, was increased from $3,750 a year to 
$4,000, Other heads of important depart- 
ments were increased as follows: 

John A. Guilford, business manager, from $4,800 
to $5,000. 

Thomas K. Waters, chief engineer, from $4,800 
to $5,000. 

Fred Vogt, 
$2,500. 

Every employé in the office of the architect 
was granted an increase ranging from $5 to 
$10 per week. The office of aseistant business 
manager was created. Heretofore the as- 
sistant to Business Manager Guilford has 
been known as committee clerk’ and as 
such received $1,500 a year. The position is 
held by Samuel M. Frankland, and the com- 
mittee provided that Frankland should re- 
ceive $1,900 this year and be advanced to the 
maximum, $2,000, next yéar. The minimum 
salary to be paid to the superintendent of 
the supply department was fixed at $1,800 
and the maximum at §2,000, Supt. Foster, the 
incumbent, will reach the maximum grade in 
two years. 

The committee did not take up the ques- 
tion of increasing the wages of teachers and 
principals, although it had been predicted 
that such action would be taken. 

The finance committee practically reversed 
its decision to reimburse the teachere for the 
losses they suffered in 1900, when salaries 
were cut. A few months ago the committee 
decided to settle the controversy by granting 
the teachers the amount of the cut.

FORMER FARMHAND SOUGHT 
TO SOLVE POISONING CASE. 


John Nye, Who Once Worked for Mrs. 
Anderson and Later Went to Insane 


Asylum, Wanted—Inquest Resumed. 


Suspicion against John Nye, formeriy em- 
ployed on the farm of Mrs Mary Anderson, 
who died from eating cake containing strych- 
nine, led yesterday to a request from Sheriff 
Burk of Kane county to Chief Collins to 
search for Nye. 

Nye worked for the Andersons on their 
farm near St. Charles four years ago and 
became insane while in their employ. Dur- 
ing that time he was constantly under a 
hallucination that members of the family 
were in a plot to poison him. He was sent to 
the hospital for the insane in Elgin, where 
he remained for six months. After leaving El- 
gin he was employed by a man named Ki. G. 
Robin in South Chicago. Several persons liv- 
ing near St. Charles have reported seeing the 
man recently. 

The report of Chemist H. M. Gordon or 
Northwestern university was read during the 
day to the coroner's jury, which was recon- 
vened. Mr. Gordon's analysis of the cake 
showed that strychnine had been placed in it 
and he recommended that an examination of 
the viscera of Mrs. Anderson be made. Pur- 
suant to his advice, Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Reid ordered an analysis. 

The examination of witnesses, which con- 
tinued from 10 o’clock in the morning until 
evening, was productive of no new clews 
tending to a solution of the mystery. 
Anderson, the 13 yéar old son of Mrs. Ander- 
son, testified that he knew of a bottle of 
strychnine in the house and that his father 
had used it to poison rats. According to the 
boy’s statements, there never was any dis- 
agreement among members of the family 
which could possibly furnish a motive for the 
crime. 


CALLS SALOON RAID HOLDUP. 


Lawyer Thomas Johnson Demands In- 
vestigation of Arrests Made by Con- 
stable in H. Finkelstein’s Place.

Railways Centering in Chicago Will Not 
Suffer if Strike of Miners Is

* — a lack of coal should the strike 
of the coal miners materialize next month. 
For months the roads have been [Aying in 
a supply of coal. The coal carrying roads 
are naturally well supplied, and now are 
helping their less fortunate’ brothers. - The 
lines operating to the northwest wil bend 
all their energies during the next few days 
to piling up fuel. 

None of the raflroed officials will admit 
that they are confiscating coal. They de- 
clare that they have no need to doso. The 
Alton, the Illinois Central, the Bastern Ili- 
nois, and the Rock Island all report from 
sixty to ninety days’ supply of coai on hand. 
The Pennsylvania lines have a lartze quantity 
of coal stored at various points along their 
lines in Indiana. The Vanderbilt lines are 


in excellent. shape, they having commenced 


over two months ago to lay In a supply of 
coal for the Lake Shore, the Michigan Cen- 
tral,.and the Big Four, 
It is said that offlelals of the Grand Trun 
have not realized until within the last ten 
days how precarious the coal situation is, and 
they have not laid in a stock. At the last 
hour they are trying to save themselves. 
However, it is pointed out that they are in 
a position to import coa}from England. 
Uroad men believe that the manufactur- 
ers will suffer considerably from the strike, 


not from lack of fuel, for it is said that the 


mines of Tennessee and Virginia will not 


be affected dy the strike, but on account of 


the high prices which will prevail. 


CHICAGOAN BUYS LIGHT PLANT.

New York, March 26.—[{Special.}—The 
Brooklyn public libraries have issued orders 
withholding Mark Twain's Huckleberry 
Finn and “Tom Sawyer from children 
considered by the library authorities to be 
under the age of discretion. The order 
against the two classics of boyhood went into 
effect two weeks ago. The library authori- 
tles, after mature deliberation, decided that 
such works are likely to convince young 
minds of the futility of the ten command 
ment. Mr. Clemens was notified by letter. 

The author’s roply is said to be quite the 
finest piece of writing he ever has done, but 
unfortunately it is not for publication. The 
library authorities will not show it without 
Mr. Clemens’ permission, and Mr. Clemens 
characteristically refuses to tell what it con- 
tains without permission from the library 
people. Frank P. Hill, the librarian in charge 
in Brooklyn, has the letter. 

At the Clemens residence at 21 Fifth ave- 
nue he sent down word today that he Is too 
ill to see any one. His secretary, how- 
ever, with his sanction, said the letter formed 
part of strictly private correspondence. The 
facts were simply that certain men connect- 
ed with the Brooklyn Übraries had found 
passages in Mr. Clemens’ books unsuitable, 
in their opinion, for assimilation by young 
minds. They had written Mr. Clemens and 
he had replied expressing his own opinion 
in his own way. 

Mr. Clemens is confined to his bed with what 
he calls hies annual attack of bronchitis,”’ 
but expects to be out In a few days.

Put Wood on Duty Status. 


The general explained that he had no means

Secretary Taft said the allowance came 
under the regulation for payments for public 
duty. He contended that an officer was as 
much on public duty when protecting his 
health as at other times. The entire trip of 
Wood and his aid around the world had, he 
said, cost the government about $38,600. 


Tells of Trip to Orient. 


Secretary Taft referred to his last sum- 
mer's trip to the orient, saying that he had 
told the army officers that on that trip they 
would be allowed their expenses but not 
mileage. 

When we got to Hongkong.“ he said, “I 
received an order from the president to go to 
Canton to interview the viceroy on the boy- 
dott, and the officers accompanied me in 


for the pay of their mileage on that trip, 
supposing that it covered only their expenses 
to Canton, but I found afterward that it had 
been construed as covering the entire trip 
to San Francisco.

WOULD EASE LIVE STOCK LAW:

Committee Favors Giving Secretary of 


Agriculture Right to Extend Time 
Limits in Some Cases. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special. }~ 
The house committee on interstate com- 
merce has agreed on an amendment chang- 
ing the law which requires that live stock 
in transit Shall be unloaded and watered 
and fed every twenty-eight hours by giving 
the secretarg of agriculture authority to 
permit an extension of time in specified cases 
where the distance to be covered is such 
that the animals would be benefited rather 
than injured by being carried through in- 
stead af being unloaded enroute. 

The law was enforced for a while with the 
result that frequently it became necessary 
to dump animals out in the middle of the 
night on some desolate side track and go 
through the form of feeding and watering. 

The shippers and railways asked for a 
thirty-six hourlimit. Protests were received 
from the Humane societies against the ex- 
tension.

Doubt as to Third Provision. 
About the third provision of this tentative 
amendment there is considerable doubt in 
‘the minds of several of the members of the 
committee. They do not know whether it 
is safe to permit the unrestricted sale of a 
‘medicine containing a small amount of 


com: opium without any notice to the purchaser. 
Furthermore, the authorities disagree as to 


the amount which safely can be used with- 
out creating the drug habit. The committee 


has not authorized the publication of any 


part of this amendment, but it seems to ms 
it is a good thing for the public to consider, 
and it might be just as well for the friends 
and enemies of the pure food law to study 


over the amendment as I have given it, and 


particularly the last proviso. It ts satisfac- 
tory to the proprietary medicine men, al- 
though, of course, it is not all they want. 
I have been told, however, it might be worth 
while to secure the opinions of retail drug- 


ists and physicians as to the erect of this 


amendment throughout. 

There is one feature of this new section 
which might not be understood at first 
glance except by lawyers. As it reads any 
patent medicine or other drug not specific- 
ally mentioned in the standard authority 
and which contained any alcohol or opium 
would be subject to prosetutidn unless the 
owner could show the alcohol used was the 
standard amount or the opinm or morphine 
was less than the maximum fixed in the law. 
In these particulars it would put the burden 
of proof upon the manufacturer and not 
upon the government, as the exceptlons are 
in the provisos and not in the body of the 
law itself. 


Where Grocers See Hardship. 

In another respect the pure food law 18 
being modified and a tentative amendment 
has been drawn up, which meets the views of 
the committee provisionally, but may be sub- 
ject to change hereafter. Last week a dele- 
gation representing the wholesale grocers 
and jobbers of Chicago and other cities was 
here to point out the possible danger in the 
provision that a food product would be 
deemed misbranded it in package form, the 
quantity and contents of the package be not 
plainly and correctly stated in terms of 
weight or measure on the outside of the pack- 
age.

American Ruler of Philippine Island

CASH BUYERS TO BE TRIED: 
FAIL TO RAISE MORE MONEY. 


Creditorg to Demand Hearing of Sol- 
vency Question—Postoffice Authori- 
ties Renew Work. 


The question of solvency of the Cash Buy- 
ers’ inion likely will be tried in court despite 
efforts of the friends of the union to pre- 
vent it.

CUT IN MINNESOTA RATES 
IS ASSAILED BY STICKNEY. 


President of Chicago Great Western De- 
clares Reduction of 88 Per Cent Means 
Bankruptcy of Road. 


St. Paul, Mino., March 26.—A. B. Stickney, 
president of the Chicago Great Western, was 
the principal witness at the rate hearing 
today of the state warehouse commission. 
He contended that if the schedules as adopt- 
ed by the commissfon and proposed to the 
railroads were put into effect the reduc- 
tion in the rates would reach 38 per cent and 
the results would be appalling. He. stated 
that the d@iffercnge between rate proeperity 
and rate bankruptcy was one only of be- 
tween 10 and 11 per cent. 

He challenged the commission to take the 
responsibility for the adoption of schedules 
which would meen a reduction of 38 per cent. 
He stated it was the arbitrary action of the 
railroad commissions in lopping off millions 
of the railroads’ earnings which had made 
the roads fignt their orders and created ‘so 
much opposition to rate legislation. 

A resolution of the legislature, recited ae 
a basis for proposed action, that the Min- 
nesota rates were far too high when com- 
pared with like classifications in Iowa and 
Tiltnols, concluded by directing the com- 
mission to establish the Minnesota rates on 
a fairer and more equitable basis.

e officials charged. with the enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws have reason to 
believe that à corporation has been vio- 
lating them they can have its confidential 
bookkeepers or other employés who know 
the inside of the business brought before 
a grand jury. They would have to an- 
swer all questions put to them relating | 
to infractions of law by their principals. 

A witness must testify before the grand 
jury with regard to the doings or business 
of his principal, says the Supreme court, 
whether the principal were an individual 
or a corporation.” If the employés were 
themselves guilty of illegal acts their tes- 
timony would givé them immunity, but 
would not give it to the principals, wheth- 
er an individual or a corporation, 

The government shonld be able to call 
for books and papers and obtain proof n 
fase of violations of the anti-trust laws 
without calling on the principals and giv- 
ing them immunity. When the govern- 
ment has learned through the testimony 
of employés that there are books or pa- 
pers Which contain evidence of the crim- 
inality of a corporation it can order their 
production before a grand jury without 
bestowing immunity on the principals. 
The gist of the matter is that when the 
men at the head of a great corporation 
violate the anti-trust law they are not the 
only men eonnected with the corporation 
who are cognizant of it. There are sub- 
ordinates who know all that is going on, 
and through them the chiefs can he 
reachéd. This is a slower method of get- 
ting eviden® than that resorted to in the 
packers’ case, but it will be surer. 

If the government cannot get evidence 
in one way it can get it in another. When 
the trust law breakers realize that it is 
impossible for them to escape “the pa- 
tient search and vigil long” of a deter- 
mined government they will be likely to 
conclude that it is wisest to respert the 
laws. 


ANSWERING WITH PERSONALITIES. 

Two well known citizens recently ven- 
tured unfavorable opinions of the official 
capacity and acts of the city administnation. 


| In Going so they éarefully excluded any 


uncomplimentary references to the mayor 
persohally. Mayor Dunne replies, not by 
challenging the truth or aptness of the 
opinions so expressed, but by saying gam- 
aging things about the critics. This is not 
a dignified method of meeting open criti- 
cism of official acts. It is, in fact, both a 
cheap and an evasive method of meeting 
such criticism. 

The character of the city administration 
is A legitimate subject, for public comment. 
So are the official appointments and all 
official acts of the mayor. The general 
public is and ought to be interested in such 
acts and ought to pass just and fearless 
criticism thereon. The justice of criticism 
does not depend at all upon who makes it, 
but upon whether or not it is true. The 
mayor in this case evades the question of 
truthfulness and endeavors to turn the force 
of criticisms by casting aspersions upon the 
critics, 

If all the personal aspersions were true 
they would not in whole or in the smallest 
part answer the comments made upon the 
official capacity of the eity hall and, the 
official acts of the mayor. When public acts 
are labeled the important question is not 
who affixes the label, but rather, does it fit? 
It appears to be the mayor, and not the two 
gentlemen in question, who has overstepped 
the lines of candid discussion in this case. 


SALOONS NEAR SCHOOLS. 

The report of the chief engineer of the 
board of education regarding saloons near 
schools reveals a bad state of affairs. It 
shows there are 235 dramshops within 
250 feet of 108 school buildings. The 
Dante building is surrounded by drinking 
places, there being sixteen within a radius 
of 250 feet of it. Conditions about some 
other sehdols are little better. 

Unfortunately, the report, while show- 
ing how bad conditions are, also indicates

how di t it would be to reform them 
immediately. It there were only a few sa- 
loons near schools it might not be hard to 
get an ordigance requiring them to move 
at once. ere being so many, such an 
ordinance, wever desirable, would be 
strongly o d by the combined liquor 
interests aud would be passed, if at all, 
only after a hot and long fight. 

While the liquor dealers are against a 
measure that will drive anybody out of 
business, the attorney of their protective 
association says they are in favor of pro- 
hibiting the opening of new saloons and 
the relicensing, when sold. of old ones 
within 250 feet of school buildings. This 
would stop the growth of the evil com- 
plained of and ultimately do away with it. 


The latter 
resalt might come quicker than generally 
expected. The licensees of saloons, espe- 
cially of those Owned by breweries, are 
constantly changing, and as every time 
the holder of a license for a saloon within 
250 feet of a school building died or went 
out of business the saloon would have to 
move, probably in teveral years there 
would remain few or no drinking places 
within such limit. , 

The regulations as to saloons near 
schools which the liquor dealers favor 
should be passed as soon as practicable. 
The growth in the number of such saloons

Alfonso XII. was in the habit of playing 
all sorts of pranks at the expense of his min- 
isters of state, and none of them ever felt 
quite certain when they entered the royal 
presonce to attend a cabinet council whether 
or not they were destined to be made the 
subject of merriment for their sovereign and 
their colleagues before the meeting was over. 

The two Kings Alfonso are by no means, 
ho 8 the only instances of practical jok- 
ers on thrones. Kim Edward, prior to his 
accession to the throne, was much addicted 
to this form of amusement, and many were 
the ingenious tricks which he devised on 
the joccasion of his memorable trip to India 
om board the Serapis. Another practical 
joker of equally exalted rank was Emperor 
Frederick of Germany, who was as happy 
as 4 mischievous schoolboy when his jokes 
succeeded.

The most pronounced practical foker, how- 
ever, of European royalty is undoubtedly 
the reigning grand duke of Hesse, whose 
former wife, Princess Victoria Melita of 
Great Britain and of Coburg, insisted upon 
leaving him and upon a dissolution of their 
marriage by means of a divorce precisely 
on ies account. There were no charges of 
faithleseness either on one side or the other. 
It was a case of incompatibility of temper, 
and the principal subject of difference be- 
tween these two first cousins whs that the 
grand duchess would not any longer put up 
with her husband's practical jokes, which, 
sometimes degenerated into à vulgarity very 
trying to a high spirited woman, as, for in-

The grand duchess left Darmstadt the next 
morning for Roumania, and her relatives ex- 
perienced the utmost diffigulty in inducing 
her to return.

hyshand'’s practical jokes, and finally she 
left him for good. One of the principal 
causes of irritation againet her prevail- 
ing at the various monarchical courts is that 
she should have insisted upon a divoree, with 
all the scandal that it involved, on grounds 
ved 3 as the practical jokes of her hus-

King Charles of Portugal never carries 
his practical joking to the extent of the 
grand duke of Hesse. But the sultan of 
Morocco goes much further, while one of the 
most historfe practical jokes is that which 
Napoleon III. played upon Exhpress Eugénie 
when he allowed her to receive with the ut- 
most pomp, solemn ceremony, and magnifit 
cent state what she believed to be a Moorish 
embassy, but which turned out to be a ridicu- 
lous piece of mummery, the real character 
of the mission being disclosed. in the course 
of the fantastic contortions of the most ven- 
erable looking of the ambassadors, contor- 
tions which she constrhed as tokens of 
obeisance, but which had the effect of caus- 
ing him to lose both his white wig and white 
beard, disclosing the familiar features of the 
marquis de Gallifet, now a veteran general 
but then a gay and brilliant young cavalry 
officer. Empress Eugénie was intensely 
angty, especially with her husband, whem 
she had previously blamed for not maintain- 
ing a sufficient degree of seriousness and 
dignity when the bogus mission crept oa 
all fours into the throneroom, and when, 
couple of weeks later, the real embassy ote 
Morocco arrived, nothing in the world would 
induce her to take any part In its reception.

NATION IS SOBERING UP 
AFTER HYSTERIA DEBAUCH. 


Jerome's Philippic a Notable Symp- 
tom of Rising Reaction Against 
Yellowism. 5

Mr. Jerome's philippie at the dinner of the 
Delta Upsilon club was a notable symptom 
of the rising reaction against yellowness in 
speech and writing. against excesses in 
thoyght and act, against the hysterta lately 
prevailing. The public is beginning to sober 
up a bit. It has for some time lived from 
day to day upon sensational disclosure and 
inflammatory appeal. Passion and éxcite- 
ment have left few organs of public opinion 
untouched, and they have probably touched 
none that did not feel, even if they restrained, 
the impulse to passionate declamation. The 
dally press, with its uneqifaled facTlities and 
its universal reach, the religious press, week- 
ly periodicals, and monthly magazines have 
separately and in chorus clamored for vic- 
tims and vied with each other in the efforts 
to strip off all concealments, to lay bare 

every guilty secret. Mr. Jerome, who has 
been much prodded, is a natural and quali- 
fled spokesman against these outbreaks of 
perfervid passion. 

Undoubtedly the crusade has been carried 
pretty far, doubtless good men have been 
unjustly assailed and blameless reputations 
wantonly crucified. Thie has been notort- 
ously the case with the incendiaries of the 
10 cent weekly and monthly field. They seem 
to have discarded conscience and to have 
lost their sense of responsibility. They ap- 
pear to write with full contempt of truth and 
justice, and are eager only to smirch and de- 
file. The mischief they have done cannot 
easily be measured. Théy are continually 
seeking to bring into public disrepute the omi- 
ders of the governm and the institutions 
of the country. They have deserved Mr. 
Jerome’s words of censtire.

At the same time Mr. Jerome must remem- 
ber that the newspapers and the magazines 
cannot make bricks without straw. It is not 
surprising that the bricks they make should 
partake of the hue of their material, and no 
one will deny that the straw supplied to them 
during the last year has been yellow indeed. 
The most reckless and sensational newspaper 
cannot out of its own resources create any 
harmful degree of public excitement. -There 
must be something to be excited about. The 
frauds, the wrongs, the extortions, the 
breaches of trust, the corruptions, and the 
‘‘graft "’ that have come to light during the 
twelvemonth have been flagitious enough 
to stir any people to anger. In the main the 
press has but reflected the public temper. 
That the wrath of the people and their ex- 
citement or hysteria have been raised to a 
higher pitch through the exaggerations and 
the reckless sensationalism of the press ts 
doubtless true, but the occasion and the sub- 
stance of the resentment were not of its mak- 
ing. For the most part it has been true to 
its function of presenting the picture of the 
times. 
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After the storm there will come a calm. It 
is beginning to be calmer already, and the 
public is getting tired of the agitators who 
are trying to make the disturbance perpetual. 
The people's hysteria has, after all, been a 
great corrective. It has done for the chief 
transgressors, and theusands who were 
under temptation have been helped in the 
path of righteousness, to which, for a time 
at least, they will stick pretty closely. If 
the process has been rough, if individuals 
innocent of wrongdoing have suffered, and 
if some blameless men have been unjustly 
pursued and pommeled, it must be remem- 
bered that this is the law of those great 


‘elemental strifes by which society is kept 


to a reasonable standard of probity. 
nature’s way— 
So careful of the type she seems, 
So careless of the single life. 


In the broad sense justice will be done. 
Mr. Jerome, if he is wise, fearless, and faith- 
ful, will get the better! of these who now 
pester him with those irritating admonitions 
which evoked his spirited retort upon them, 
The American people are not in the long.

BIG MEET TO OPEN TONIGHT. 


at Array of Athletes Ready for TIli- 
nois A. C. Charity Contests at 
the Goliseum.

The second annual joust of the Illinois 
Athletic club for charity begins tonight in 
the Coliseum. Six hundred athietes, repre- 
senting eighty colleges, high schools, gram- 
mar schools, and other organizations will vie 


The Old Forester with one another in what promises to be 


the most gigantic meet ever held in Chicago. 
Preparstions for the event, cawied on for 
everal months, came to a close yesterday, 
hen the pine board running track was com- 
leted. Experts and athietes, who swarmed 
bout the building last night, pronounced it 
dmirably suited for record breaking per- 
formances. 

The track differs from any of the kind in 
ithe west. The turns, while banked, are un- 
usually low, thus giving the athlete a much 
‘better opportiinity, it is believed, to retain 
his stride and make faster time. Only one 
fault could be found with the track by the 
runners allowed to test it last night. It was 
stated that the lack of pine boarding on the 
stretches;;where the natural hard wood floor 
is used, will prove a handicap to those who 
use Spikes. 

Eighteen events will be run off tonight and 
interest centers mostly in the mile handi- 
cap, the sixty yard handicap, the sixty yard 
high hurdles, the two mile run, and the pole 
vault, in addition to the relay races, which are 


expected to bring out the usual spirited fights. 


James Lightbody, the deerfoot' of the 
middie west, starts from scratch in the mile 
Jand has ninety-four men to start ahead of 
him by all thé way from ten to over 200 yards. 
Friends of the Midway athlete declare he will 
break the world’s indoor record for the mile 
if he is not bothered too much in passing his 
opponents, 

Archie Hahn, Parsons, Larson, and a score 
of other fast men will meet in the short dash. 
The race probably will be the keenest fought 
of the program, although the final event will 
mot be run off until tomorrow night. 

Twenty-four men are entered in the pole 
vault, with Harold Iddings, the University 
of Chicago freshman, on scratch. Rudolph 
Machalecky of the National Athletic club, 
who is placed on scratch also, practically is 
an unknown. 

Among the relay events the university race 
is expected to bring out a keen fight between 
Chicago, Wisconsin, and Notre Dame. Chi- 
cago has not its strongest team in the field, 
while Wisconsin is reported to have the fast- 
est relay team in its history.
